NEW BUILDING

MEMBERS OF BOARD OF OON-
TROL VISITED NO. 2.

It Is a Twelve-Room Building Lo-
ented on Orchard Btreet in the
Twelfth Ward and Is One of the
Most Complete Structures in the
City—Ten Rooms of the Bchool Are
Now in Use—Bomething About the
Heating Bystem in Use—Members
of Inspecting Party.

Haturday afternoon the bullding com-
mittes of the board of control of the
Heranton publie schools Inspocted the
recontly erected school, No, 2, on Arche-
hald stroet, Twelfth ward, The Ingpoect-
Ing party consisted of Captain W, A,
Muy, D. J. Roche, Jacob Schaeffer,
George Shires, Patrick Golden, A, T,
Francols, J. H. Phillips, Eling Evans,
A, B. Eynon, Anthony Walsh, Con-
tractors John Benore and M, J. Ruddy,
Archietet James H. Fooney, Rohonl Fn-
gineer J, J, Harrle and Ezen Scott, of
the firm of O, B, Scolt,

The bulldine, which 18 one of the
most complete and up-tn-date school
buildings, 18 of brick, two and pne-half
atorles high, with front entrance and
voping of rough bluestone and sur-
mounted with o eupoln. 1t has a front-
age of seventy feet and a depth of 123
feet, with interlor finishings in plne and
maple,

There ara twelve rooms in the huild-
ing, glx on each tloor, and ench with a
seating capoaclty ranging from forty-
elght to (Ifty=-slx.
